('184). 

Wherein the covering of the thermocouple is a conductive material, else temperature 
would not be registered. See Figures 8 to 15 and column 4, line 32 to column 17, line 60. 

Claims 90-92 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Swanson et 
al ('184). Swanson et al ('184) provide the teachings set forth above. It would have been 
obvious to the artisan of ordinary skill to move the device away from the site and return it 
thereto, since this is well within the scope of one having ordinary skill in the art; is not critical; 
provides no unexpected result; and since the removal would allow the heart to be paced, so as to 
determine whether or not the ablation was sufficient, and the replacement would allow for 
further ablation, should it be deemed necessary by the physician, thus producing a method such 
as claimed.
